Clipper with 15 occupants, missing ap- 
proximately 12 hours on a flight from 
Guam to Manila, was made the ob- 
ject of an intensive search by air, sea 
and underwater craft Friday night. 


Seven planes, eight Navy ships, six 


submarines and an Army transport 
were thrown into the hunt for the 
5450,000 flying boat over the Pacific 
ocean. 


Fears for the safety of the six pas- 


sengers and crew of nine increased as 
the hours dragged by without word 
since the last message was flashed 
from the Clipper's radio at 10:09 p. m. 
Thursday (Hope time).

The school district at Saratoga is 


soon to have a new combination audi- 
torium-gymnasium. All of the frame- 
work is up and the siding is being put 
on now. W. J. Falls, Mineral Springs, 
foreman, said that he hoped to have 
the building completed not later than 
January 1. The speed with which the 
work is done depends upon the num- 
ber of carpenters supplied by the WPA. 
The project is receiving financial as- 
sistance from the federal government. 
It is estimated that the total cost of the 
building will be $15,000. 


Outside dimensions are 60 by 100 


feet. The auditorium or gymnasium 
floor will measure 59 by 80 feet, being 
plenty ladgc to accomodate a regula- 
tion basket ball court. In the west 
end is a stage 20 by 30 feet with dress- 
ing rooms on each side. There will 
al.so be two balocnies, one on each side 
of the building. The outside is to be 
drop-sided and painted. The floor will 
probably bo of hardwood. 


It is estimated the auditorium will 


have a seating capacity of 700.

Guard Against Infection When Swimming in 


*, Public Pools 


This is the first r.f three articles 


in which Dr. Fishbein discusses 
the dangers of infection at public 
battling places. 


With, the coming of the hot season, 


mere and more inquiries begin lo be 
made as to whether or not swimming 
pools, lakes, streams, or rivers are 
thoroughly protected against the pos- 
sibility of spreading infection. 


Unfortunately, many lakes, streams, 


and rivers are contaminated by do- 
mestic and commercial waste products, 
so that they are unsuitable for swim- 
ming purposes. Most frequently arti- 
ficial swimming pools are safe since 
they are under control. 


Apparently the first public pool in 


the United States was opened in New 
York in 1901. Today thousands of 
pools are scattered all over the coun- 
try. Those pools which were built 
many years ago have in many instances 
been improved by modern plumbing, 
but others which do not provide for 
continuous circulation of the water 
may occasionally be unsafe. 


In some states, arrangements are 


made through the state department of 
health to inspect all swimming p<x>ls in 
the state. There are, for instance, 400 


public swimming pools in Illinois and 
200 public swimming pools in Indiana. 


Among the regulations which are 


important, nnd which the user of the 
pool may check for himself, are the 
following: 


Every person who enters the pool 


should be required to take a cleansing 
bath. 


There should be a sufficient num- 


ber of life guards and attendants on 
duty at all times. 


People in their street shoes should 


not be permitted to walk on the edges 
of the pool or on the runways. 


Any visible dirt or floating material 


should be promptly removed from 
the pool. 


Arrangements should be made so 


that all suits and towels are thorough- 
ly washed, preferably boiled, and made 
free from danger of contamination af- 
ter each use. 


Any person with a skin disease, an 


open sore, or any communicable dis- 
ease should be excluded from the pool.

t is so human, so close to fact, and so 
itllc affected by a tendency of other 
nythical and 
traditional stories to' 


lorify utterly unmoral or evil actions' 
is if they were virtuous. 
[ 


A remarkable quality of the Old | 


I'csuimenl Scriptures is the way in 
vhich even national heroes arc shown 
ip for what they were, both good and 
evil, with no purpose to minimize their 
lefccts of character and conduct. It is 
his quality that makes these Old 
Testament stories—because of their 
'eality—essentially moral tales, vary 
striking in their teaching and in their 
ipplication to life. 


The story of Samson is a great dra- 


natic tragdey. 
It begins with the 


;trcngth and opportunity of the man 
—a giant in physical prowess with a 
ncasure of devotion to'his people and 
i willingness ot serve them, but with 
elements of weakness in him, even 
rom the beginning. There is a dis- 
position to take life lightly and to use 
nis strength for other than serious 
ends. He appears in some respects as 
a great joker rather than a great hero; 


(though his pranks, such as sending 
the foxes with their lighted tails into 
the standing grain of the Philistines, 
served the cause of his own people. 


But the real weakness of Sampson 


appeared in his lack of complete de- 
votion to a high ideal. With all his 
physical strength, he was lacking in 
moral discipline and purpose; and in 
this way, he became an easy victim to 
dalliance ind to the wiles of a design- 
ing woman. 


Delilah stands in history as the sym- 


bol of the temptress, luring strong men 
into evil and shearing them of their 
strength. Perhaps history has been 
a little too hard on her. After all, she 
was more in the nature of a spy, serv- 
ing the cause of her own people, and 
the history of spying is full of the 
sort of allurements with which Delilah 
deceived Samson and brought him to 
destructino. 


The real lesson of the story is in the 


course of Samson himself. He is ; 
pathetic figure, shorn of his strengtl 
and blinded. Yet there is a remnan 
of the old Samson that comes into evi- 
dence once more as his strength re- 
turns and he feels for the pillars of the 
House of Dagon and pulls down the 
great structure, destroying thousands 
of the Philistines along with himself 


But even at that, what an ending 


for a man who started out with suci 
strength! It is so much less to give 
death to one's enemies than to give 
life and strength and service to one's 
own people. 


The life of Samson was negative anc 


destructive, where it might have bcei 
positive and constructive. He stand; 
in the record wiht elements of great 
ness, but as u tragic figure rather thai 
of inspiration. 


Let the strong man beware of hi. 


strength and make sure that the trut 
strength is not in sinew and in muse It 
—important as that may be—but in th 
moral firmness of will and vision ant 
character.

The latter, fliler- 
ing into the country in ever-increas- 
ing numbers under protclion of th 
British, have built towns and public 
works, rclaimd land, and made great 
material progress. 
With such con- 


ditions not only the Jewish but the 
Arab, even the Christain population, 
increased rapidly. Today there arc 
twice as many people in Palestine as 
in 1922. But as more and more land, 
and more and more jobs pass into 
Jewish control, the Arabs 
become

Tone Improves 


ST. LOUIS. - (IP] - Business senti- 


ment scored "a very marked improve- 
ment" throughout Ihe Eighth Federal 
Reserve district during the first half 
of July despite continued downward 
trends in virtually all industrial groups, 
the St. Louis Federal Reserve bank 
reported today. 


The rise in security values, the fav- 


orable crop outlook, evidences of via- 
bility in commodity prices and gov- 
ernment spending wore cited as chief 
causes for the hopeful attitude. 


The bank's survey disclosed more- 


rapid declines in trade and industry 
through June and the first part of this 
month than in May, but these were 
accounted for "in large part by the us- 
ual seasonal influences," it's report 
states.

If a forag- 
ing or scout ant locates food of these 
kinds, it reports its discovery to the an 
colony. In an incredibly short time 
the storage places may be a warming 
with uhwelcome visitors. 


If the nest can be located by fol-

If the nest is 
not in place where a fire hazard would

thousand inhabitants, as shown by the 
last Federal census, there shall be 
elected a county clerk, in like manner 
as the clerk of the circuit court, and 
in such case Uic county clerk shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the probate court 
9f such county until otherwise pro- 
vided by the General Assembly." 


Section 4. 
The provisions of (he 


Constitution of the .Slate of Arkansas 
in conflict with this anu-ndmc-nt an; 
hereby repealed in so far as they are 
in conflict herewith; and this amend- 
ment shall take effect on the first day 
of January next following its adoption.
